An  outbreaR  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  a school  and  day 
nursery.  Faeces  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  children  and 
members  of  the  staffs. 

There  were  34  confirmed  cases;  751  faeces  samples  were 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The 
Department's  Inspectors  made  384  visits  to  premises,  in  connection 
with  this  outbreak,  which  persisted  from  May  to  November, 

Eight  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  the  causative  organism  in  each  case  being  identified  as 
S,  typhi -murium.  Two  separate  outbreaks  occurred  affecting  two 

families,  with  three  cases  from  each  family.  Cooked  ham  and 
corned  beef  served  at  home  by  one  of  the  members  of  each  family 
concerned,  were  suspected  as  being  the  probable  vehicle  of 
infection,  but  none  was  available  for  laboratory  examination. 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  in  respect  of 
Scarlet  Fever  - by  five  cases;  Measles  - by  one  hundred  and  seven 
cases.  There  was  a decrease  of  twelve  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  notified. 

It  is  again  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  have  been  notified  since  1948,  and  no  deaths  have 
occurred  as  a result  of  this  disease  since  1945» 

Five  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year, 

Y/here  suitable  isolation  and  nursing  facilities  have 
existed,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  home  nursing  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases.  In  general,  this  system  has  functioned 
satisfactorily.

WATER  SUPPLY; 

Water  for  the  district  is  supplied  hy  the  Ashton,  Stalyhridge 
and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board,  with  the  exception  of  two  Council 
houses  on  the  Denton/Audenshaw  Boundary  and  two  Lodge  houses  at  the 
Manchester  Water  Undertaking's  reservoirs. 

All  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  subject  to  gravity  and 
pressure  filtration  and  subsequent  sterilisation. 

One  bad  sample  of  water  was  obtained  by  the  Department's 
Inspectors,  and  this  was  foimd  to  be  due  to  scraping  of  the  water 
mains  by  the  supplying  Authority,

Whilst  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  numbei*  of 
conversions  ha,s  increased,  even  at  the  present  rate  of  conversion^ 
a great  nui2iber  of  years  must  elapse  before  the  whole  of  the 
v/aste-w8.ter  closets  have  been  converted. 


It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  economic  obstacles 
will  eventually  diminish  sufficiently  to  permit  conversions  on  a 
district  basis,  subject  to  some  financial  assistance  being 
rendered  either  by  Central  or  Local  Authority.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


SCAVENGING; 

By  arrangement  with  the  Denton  Urban  District  Council,  the 
Department  hired  a Lewin  mechanical  road  sweeper  collector  vehicle. 
This  vehicle  swept  the  main  and  county  roads  twice  weekly,  except 
in  adverse  weather  conditions.  Side  and  estate  roads  were  swept 
by  two  street  orderlies  employed  on  a full  time  basis. 

The  cleansing  of  street  gvillies  was  carried  out  by  the 
Surveyor's  Department. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

A recent  survey  had  revealed  there  v\^ere  4,603  movable 
dustbins  within  the  area,  and  it  v/as  the  aim  of  the  Department  to 
provide  a seven-day  collection,  but  due  to  sickness  and  holiday 
periods  this  was  not  always  possible.  The  average  interval 

between  collections  was  between  nine  and  ten  days. 

Collection  of  refuse  within  the  district  was  effected  by 
two  refuse  collection  teams,  each  team  being  comprised  of  one 
driver  and  five  men,  operating  with  a Karri er  Bantam  refuse 
collector  and  an  "N"  Type  S.  & D,  freighter.  A third  vehicle, 
a 27  h.p.  Bedford  refuse  collector  was  held  in  reserve  and  used 
in  the  event  of  a mechanical  breakdown.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  methods, 
the  tip  being  situated  on  land  adjoining  the  Council's  recreation 
ground  in  Cemetery  Road,  This  land  is  rapidly  becoming  tipped 
up,  and  negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the  British  Railways 
for  the  use  of  a disused  railway  cutting  within  the  district. 

Two  tip  attendants  were  employed  on  the  disposal  of  refuse 
and  collecting  and  sorting  of  metals  for  salvage. 

The  tip  was  treated  on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  as 
a precaution  against  insect  pests,  and  treatments  were  given  for 
rodent  control. 


SALVAGE. 

The  salvaging  of  paper,  textiles  and  metals  by  the 
Department's  refuse  collection  and  disposal  staff  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.

SNOW  CLEARANCE. 


Snow  clearing  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Department  by  the  personnel  of  the  Health  Department,  Highways 
Department  and  the  Cemetery  and  Parks  Department. 

The  clea^rance  of  snow  is  effected  by  means  of  a rota  scheme, 
and  this  ensures  that  an  after  duty  emergency  system  is  operated 
and  provides  for  one  driver  and  three  workmen  to  be  on  call  in  cases 
of  snowfall  after  nonnal  duty  hours. 

This  system  operated  so  successfully  during  the  year  imder 
review,  that  the  main  roads  in  the  district  had  been  treated  with 
anti-freeze  mixture  before  those  of  many  of  the  other  surrounding 
districts . 

The  co-operation  of  the  Highways  and  Cemetery  and  Parks 
Departments  is  greatly  appreciated.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


Fourteen  smoke  observations  v/ere  taken  during  t?ie  year, 
and  twenty-eight  visits  were  made  to  industrial  premises  in 
connection  with  smoke  abatement.  On  the  whole,  managements  and 
stoking  personnel  were  co-operative,  and  there  was  an  apparent 
improvement  in  this  matter. 

The  Council  is  a Member  of  the  Manchester  and  District 
Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  one  sulphur  di-oxide 
recorder  is  installed  in  the  grounds  of  the  Council  Offices  at 
Ryecroft  Hall. 
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ERADICATION  OP  INSECT  PESTS. 


As  a result  of  notification  Dy  the  tenant  and 
inspection  hy  the  Department’s  Inspectors,  43  houses  were 
disinfested  hy  means  of  D.D.T.  liquid  and  G-ammexane  Powder 
insecticides.  Occupiers  responded  very  well  to  the  advice 
given  hy  the  Department. 

Insecticides  and  disinfectants  were  on  sale  in  the 
Health  Department  to  members  of  the  public  at  cost  price, 
plus  a 5 per  cent,  establishment  charge. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


Rodent  control,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of ' the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  Food,  has 
proceeded  throughout  the  year.  The  Department  employs  one 
full-time  Rodent  Operative,  and  obtains  the  services  of  a 
part-time  operative  for  two  periods  in  the  year  to  assist 
with  the  sewer  treatments  requested  by  the  Ministry.

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SCHOOLS. 


The  sanitary  arrangements  at  all  the  schools  in  the 
district  are  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  two  primary 
schools  which  are  provided  with  trough  closets.

HOUSING. 


In  June  of  the  year  under  review,  a survey  of  a general 
nature  was  completed  and  a report  submitted  to  the  Council  giving 
a list  of  dwelling  houses  which  could  he  further  considered  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  of  1936  - 1954. 

This  survey  revealed  that  there  were  4,303  dwelling  houses 
within  the  area.  Visits  to  each  block  of  property  were  made 
and  after  consideration  of  the  external  fabric,  arrangement  and 
knowledge  of  the  internal  conditions  from  routine  visits,  the 
report  was  completed,  and  this  revealed  that  there  were  245 
houses  which  could  be  further  considered. 

The  Council  decided  to  deal  with  these  houses  in 
approximately  ten  years,  at  the  rate  of  24  houses  per  year. 

The  first  clearance  area  was  .inspected  but  the  evidence  was  not 
completed  in  time  to  be  included  in  this  report.
